T h e third resolution prevents th e 
R egent from any office in reversion, or 
granting any office for any other term 
than during H is M ajesty’s pleasure, e x ­ 
cept such as by law- are required for 
life during good behaviour. 


T h e fourth resolution prevents the 
disposition of any of H is Majesty real 
estate, or renewal of leases. 


T h e 5th resolution provides that the 
cure o f his M ajesty's Royal Person, 
during the continuance of his M ajesty’s

Q u een ’s most excellent majesty, to­ 
gether ^vith the sole direction of such 
portion of his m ajesty’s household as
